During 
this period he married an Austra- 
lian girl and served in, the Austra- 
lian Army. 

His army life which he describes 
as^iMevenUuI,;^: was^tbe period in 
whicH^l^ê^ began his painting. 

He went to Paris two years ago 
where he used his" energy woikmg 
at his painting. In Paris he held his 
first exhibition and after a year in 
France he came to Canada where 
his father, a poet of some note, 
here in the city, lives. 

Mr. . Bergner Intendiiào, return to 
France and froin'''thcre he may go 
to Israel. 

The exhibition is to be presented 
under the auspices of the Hlllcl Art 
Committee and will continue for a 
periodfof 'two weeks. These paint 
ings represent a crossgrain of the 
artist's work and demonstrates his 
style of reproduction in oil.

Allied Occupation Methods 
In Germany ^JS^rongrEJiOjansky 



Fear that the westcrn^ppwers are 
pursuing, th'èir''°ocçupoti6nal''scheme 
In Germany with the wrong meth- 
ods was expressed by Dr. R. Kli- 
bansky, professor of philosophy in 
an Interview ; held - yesterdsy. 
( ''Instead pf '^lnK|^|edUcate the 
Germans witliTir*prpper, ideology, 
the allies aire ^bulldlng-^'Ge'rmany 
into a strong "power 'against the 
Russians. 

'An example of the doctrine pre- 
vailing In the minds of the Ger- 
mans Is the feeling that Hitler was 
bad only because he lost the war," 
the professor continued. 

Dr. Klibansky' pointed out that 
although many Germans had a cyn- 
ical and nihilist feeling immediately 
after the war, they are now quickly 
recovering. and are looking-for a 
new leader to lead them In their 
nationalistic objectives. ' 

"This is the same resurging spirit 
which the Germans had after the 
last war and unfortunately, now 
Just as then, nothing ls\belng done 
about it," said thftipretospr. Dr. 
Klibansky explalnéd^^|£e', Ger- 
mans realize that'they^arc "in . a 
unioue position, holding the ba- 
ance of power In, Europe. At 
every opportunity they threaten the 
Americans that they will side with 
the Russians unless their, demands 
are met, and unfortunately too 
many people are falling for their 
bluff. 

Professor Klibansky explained 



that .even; tboiigh the ^Gamansi are 
very indignant tbwards^eTEng- 
llsh, the French, and the Amer- 
icans, nevertheless they hate and 
dread the Russians so much more 
that they would never Join with 
them. He indicated as an example 
the diminutive Communist party in 
Western Germany today. 

Asked how he could account for 
the difficulty In educating th« Gcr 
mans. .so far, Dr.^ Klibansky said 
that besides . the natural resentment 
against tlie occupational forces, the 
features of the German character 
must be taken into account. Where- 
as you may be able to Influence 
and reasbn'wlth one Gerrnan, as^a 
group he will be many times hard' 
er. to rationalize with. 
. Professor Klibansky then sug 
gesteil 'that a scheme be made sim< 
liar to the one being considered 
presently In Italy, where groups 
of German students could visit 
Canada and viceversa. The cul 
tured student has a great sway over 
the people in Germany, just ias thej| 
have over the people,; in . other 
countries.: He also siinpert^that 
the occupational troops^lioSjd^K' 
main In Germany for at least the 
next ten "crucial" years to prevent 
another German war machine from 
being built up again. 

"It is better," ho said, "to spend 
a littk extra money and effort now 
to save our civilization from a ,fu 
ture war."

. i This is the second pari of a Iwo-pnrt &i licle on 
the organization of student government at Mc- 
Gill, written by Michael Ellwood, vice-president 
^,i&v..of the Students Society. Here he outlines tlic 
|relaticnship between the Students Executive 
.Counril and the Students Athletic Council and 
their relation to the Athletic Board. 

<> ❖ « 
Tlic Department of .\thlctics, Physical Edu- 
cation and Recreation is controlled by the Ath- 
letics Board which is composed of the Principal 
as chairman, three members of the faculty ap- 
pointed by Senate, three graduates, and three 
ctudciits from the student body. Tiie directors 
|^'"of' intercollegiate athletics, the Department of 
; Athletics and Physical Recreation, and Intra- 
ii. mural Athietiis sit in nt its meetings and act 
as advisors to the .\tlilclic Board. , 

J. : The board is responsible for mnltere.of uolicy 
and finance. It acts as a link between linder- 
l^uate activity, graduates, and the Senate and 
Board of Governors of the university. 

Under the board is the Student Athletics 
^Council coinjiosed of an S. E. C. represcntjiUv.;,'. 
I^^iiudcnt reprcschtative' elected by the students, 
y; chairmen of the Winter Carnival, the Athletics 
Nigiits, and ^Intramural Athletics and one repre- 
sentative for each major sport. Two of the min- 
or sports are represented by one man alternating 
each year. The latter arc usually managers of 
their particular sport from the previous year. 
■ The specific. duties of this, body are: 
. (a) To organize and encourage the develop- 
ment of athletic activities aijjong men students. 
. (b) To prepare in consultation with the bus- 
^'i'iness manager, estimates of proposed expendi- 
'*^li|nès on athletics and keep such expenditures 
fjr,; i'itl'in thf approved budgets. Funds are made 
(|]f^;: iivailable from the $15.00 each student pays for 



athletics, which is included in the university 
academic fee. 

The S. A. C. carries out other administrative 
duties which pertain strictly to athletics and all 
rcconnncndations arc brought before the Ath- 
letics Board for its approval before any expendi- 
tures are made. Under it is another similar 
body called Intramural and Recreational Ath 
Ictics Council which organizes and promotes in- 
tramural sports. The S»\.C. in general has jur 
isdiction over all the activities listed from pagei 
95 to 128 in the McGill Handbook as well as any 
other activities connected with sports such as 
|)cp rallies, with the exception of social events, 
such as football dances, which as mentioned be- 
fore are under the administration of one of the 
S.E.C. organizations. 

Joint investigating committees of the S. E. C. 
and b. A. C. arc formed to discuss problems per 
tinent to both, such as major dates of activities 
to be held on the campus during the }'car.' Last 
year a joint S. E. C.-S. A. C. committee recom- 
mended to the Athletic Boar d, that , th e S. A. C. 
be granted a budget for the bandTanS' that it be 
administered by the S. A. C. as the band was 
only in attendance at athletic events. This 
year, the S. E. C. decided the band was too great 
H financial burden, and allowed the S. A. C. to 
organize the band with the loan of the S. E. C 
equipment. A small grant from the S. A. C. has 
carried on the band this year and it is hoped 
that the S. .\, C. will take it over in the near 
future knd'a'dminister it fully under its own jur 
isdiction. 

In conclusion, the S.E.C. and S.A.C. are two 
separate governing bodies each being entirely 
independent of each other. The S. E. C. docs 
not finance the S.Â.C. or viccjvèréà and has no 
contid over that body whatsoever.,

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THE NFCUS COMMITTEE REPLIES 



During the last week in October George Steph- 
en, and I were appointed by the S.E.C. to the po- 
sitions of co-chairmen of the McGiir NFCUS 
committee, ^o doubt Mr. Lionel Albert is 
aware of the task involved in reorganizing a 
group like NFCUS. We had little information 
regarding the progress, of NFCUS at McGill 
during ,1948-49. Wc discovered a. letter from 
the committee al U.B.C. requesting us to find 
what student opinion was on the application 
of the Order-in-Council, P. C. 1786 which con- 
cerned the national library, Canadian archives, 
mé" libraiy of Parliament and federal aid to 
nigher education. It is a wonder that we were 
iblc to answer this request, the deadline for 
which was Nov. 10. Thanks to the efforts of 
Messrs. Buchanan and McClintock we were able 
to formulate a questionnaire, assimilate its re- 
sults and within four days send a reasonable 
■ answer to U. B. C. on time! That the question- 
naire did not reach each and every student wo 
ara well aware, but I am sure, that it was an in- 
surmountable task to contact 6,000 students 
.within four days. The questionnaire did prove 
to lis that there is a lack of interest in the fu- 
ture of national libraries on this campus, an ig- 
norance of their function or an apathy to the 
.situation. That federal aid to higher education 
was not particularly stressed seems to me to be 
; quite obvious. I cannot conceive of any aver- 
age student in sane mind objecting to the appli- 
cation of NFCUS for ten thousand 5ôOO-a-yoar 
schol.irships, or a future increase in this numb- 
er! This \s all that NFCUS at McGill was 
asked tp cuntribule to the Feot^

prcseiit the main brief is in the hands of the 
national committee being prepared for presenta- 
tion to the Royal Commission in Januarj'. In 
other words, Mr. Albert, the McGill committee 
is not now working on the brief, but already has. 
Any further developments on Federal aid to 
higher education will be announced from nation 
al headquarters. ' 

Mr. Albert seems to object to "closely-knit 
groups. I pity the organization that is in 
"shreds!" I ho^c that the McGill NFCUS com 
inittet will continue to operate as a cooperating, 
closely-knit group. As to his statement that the 
McGill NFCUS committee has not held any 
meetings, may I mention that we have already 
held four three-hour meetings and have already 
|)lanned to hold an open meeting on Dec. 6. Ad- 
mittedly the main work, so far, has been carried 
out by an executive committee of about a half 
dozen, but I feci that an executive of 6000 is t 
little cumbersome. At the open meeting and a„ 
any other time, Mr. Albert may be assured that 
the committjte is not so closely-knit that we will 
not be open, to advice of the student-members, 
which inclùde all McGill students. 

Furthermore, in connection with National 
Students' Week the McGill committee is plan- 
ning to hold a conference on January 21, • 
which students may air their opinions on l.. 
functions, of,. NFCUS, national and local, along 
with inenibicrs of the faculty and student cxccu 
lives.

"How would you like to join the 
new Drama Department at Mc-

Student Council President 
Blasts University Officials 



^oppressive shadow 
im^and . obsolete uni- 



HalifaiJ^^^ÇÙl») — The uni- 
versity has j^gonefas'^ far it can to 
suppress college spirit," Art Morel - 
ra, president of the Students Coun- 
cil of Dalhousie University declar- 
ed here as he lashcd|ou^against 
the "suppressfve tactics employed 
by university authorities against 
the student body' 'at a student 
forum held In the gymnasium here. 

The council president quoted an 
editorial In The Dalhousie Gazette, 
student newspaper at the univer- 
sity, which declared, that ijjtnîe 
growth and,, .deyxlopment of spirit 
of Dalhousie. has. been stunted and 
warped|fe 
of consemt^ 
verslty Ideals." 

The university had contributed 
to activities through such things 
as a rink, a football field and a 
physical director and .a ground 
bockty coach but these contribu- 
tions had been made tbrougli 
necessity' rather than wlllingnesa 
to .co-operate, president Moreira 
Indicated. 

The university, he said, from tha 
Board of Governors down to the 
teaching staff guided' tlieir actions 
to please the nelgtib'ours;-the stu 
dents were not -considered and the 
university attitude was either res 
trictlvc or negative. He - fell that 
this attitude was plainly Indicated 
m the recent curtailment of initia- 
tion wnlch he felt was the seed of 
college spirit. "Never docs a stu 
dent feci that he is part of any uni- 
versity; till he has undergone tiic 
traditional rituals of Initiation 
which are forbidden at Dalhousie," 
declared Moreira. 

Mr. Moreira reminded the stu- 
dents that, part of hla platform 
last 'year was closer co-operation 
with the Senate. This he has not 
been able to achieve since he had 
found no similar attitude In the 
minds and actions of the authori- 
ties. He pointed out that many

of the ' specific instances of lack 
of eo-operatlon were unknown to 
the student body and could only 
be seen by those directly .invol- 
ved. Nevertheless, he - claimed, 
(here have been many such in- 
stances although on the face of It, 
the Dalhousie ' Student Council 
Constitution gives greater free- 
dom to student government than 
that given to most Canadian Stu- 
dents. The Council has not been 
.permitted to take advantage of 
'this 'freedom.
